But I anſwere theſe our hac Khiters, Imeane, 
ſuch as are gilty in this caſe, by deſiring, that it will pleaſe them 
at their leiſures, with a good conſcience to walke vprightly heer- 
in,and to examine moſt of the Works of our late London Engliſh 
Writers, and then} truſt they ſhall finde no wincking at abuſes, 
nor holding of candles before the eyes of them that are ſtarkę 
blinde, they haue fo zealous à care vnto ſinceritie, and aiſo that 
our young plants may be well and af N watered with lear- 
ning, and knowledge in the Arte. And this they haue truely, 
and faithfully publiſhed in Enghſh, according unto that mea- 
fare of knowledge, Which God of his great goodneſſe bath beſt 0- 
wed vpon them.

Would no mau 
ſlould thin ke 7 go heere abouts to ſpeake againſt the thing that 
is good, neyt her do I ſeeme to mayntayne the thing that is euill, 
neyt her will f reward any good man With euill reports for bene- 
fits and knowledge receyued, for truth is truth from Whome ſo 
euer it come, be it from Hipocrates, Galen, Paracelſus, or 
any other learned men. And therefore I ſay vnto ſich aforeſayd, 
let nor the Paynter goe beyond his penſill, nor the Shoomaber 
beyond his Shoo, for ſo his pride may haue a fall, and all his 
honor lye in the duſt . | 

eAnd now good Reader, ſeeing mine intent is not to hold my

brougl.t tothe Aſsiſes,and there Arrayned for it. The ſimplicity 
of the old Woman Was ſomewhat conſidered of by the Whole

an Oracle: neyther will I ſpeake of the Woman on the Bancke 
fide, who is as cunning, as the Horſe at the Croſſe keyes, nor

P hiſick or Surgery. But I could diſcouer many others, which 
prattiſe Phyſick and Chirurgery, with the bit in their mouthes, 
and the raynes in their necks, which do not only thereby deceiue 
the ſimple people, but oftentimes the wifeſt men, and theſe are 
as burtfull, as mot hes in cloaths, or cancker ruſt in Iron. 

T here are many other abuſers about this City of London 
lurcking in corners, and ſometimes they do raunge and wander

Chilo the learned Philoſopher 
ſayd; That in Bookes you ſhall finde written the veritie 
and truth of things ſecret and vnknowne , the which 
time can neuer conſume, nor fortune deſtroy, happy #5 
that man which eſcapeth ſuch Ciclops dens, without aanger 
of the fluxe of their foule mouth, but I ſay unto them whatſoe- 
ner they be, that onely their naked experience which they ſo

a tree without fruite. T he firſt beginners of their ſect of buſſard-

And farther it is ſayd, 
that their experience is nothing worth, that is not grounded 
vpon reaſon, the mother of all Artes and Sciences, and reaſon 
and knowledge is gotten and made ripe by reading and Weighing 
the well obſerued practiſes, and meditated rules of the generati- 
ons of learned men, and diligent artiſts in time, gone before vs, 
heereunto (TI ſay ) royning our owne practiſe, we get vs them'r: 
prompt and excellent understanaing, how to put things in pro- 
fitable execution.and thus botii reaſon and experience matched 
rogethers ,maketh a per fect artiſt, and he that denieth this, hath 
neither wit, arte, good experience, nor honeſtie. and jo I con- 
clude, that the reading of good Authors, is the ſchoole of wiſe 
men, for learning, and knowledge, is the moſt rare gift of God, 


which maketh men become famous vpon earth e ſor example, as 


approoned Hf; oryes do report, Plato, and Socrates, were Well

mong the lcarned and artiſtes of iudgement to gather their voyces, I 
doubt not but your ſide ſhail be full. But you ſay, your encouragement is 
greatly hindered, when you conſider and call to minde, in What euill part 
things at re now adayes taken, that were not euill meant, and that ſuch as 
voulu feeme wile men are become ſo fooliſh, that they can not heare the 
evili partes of baſe abuſers diſgraced , but by and by they muſt deeme 
themſelues in like fort thereby detaced.

So when any Writer deſcribeth the properties of wicked practz- 
ſers, he perhaps doth not ſay, this man is one, or ſuch a man is ſuch, 
but the conſciences of thoſe men, to home iuch propertyes pertayne, 
do tell them fo much in theyr boſomes. Who then {1 pray you) is thevr 
accuſer but themſelues? Yea, but (will ſome ſay) in your inuectiucs a- 
gaynſt abuſers, you deſcribe the men ſo by theyr propertyes, as cuery 
one may knowe who you meane. I auntwere, fyr{t, I haue knowne

For when they haue been anyway maymed or in- 
dangered with loſſe of life or limme, then commes the 
bare ſingleſoled Surgeon, as he rightly tearmeth them, 
and what to do by arte knowes nor, yet ſomething he 
muſt attempt, treading in I old cow path, as though 
he were healing a broken head, or plaſtering of a kibed 
heele, hauing one or two boxes of greene Salues, with a 
plaſter of Diachilon, and a greene graſſe Melilot, with 
their motheaten Muſsilage, and theſe are good forſooth 
for all ſures,and ſo committeth the health of the patient 
to the mayne chance, a miſerable thing, that warlike 
men ſhould firſt fall into the handsof men, and after- 
ward to be as it were 3 by ſuch ignorant beaſts. 


But 
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But that they may leaue their brutiſh ignorance, and 
theyr ſauage cruelty, let them reade ouer if ſo be they 
can, this directiue agayne and agayne, and if they be not 
tootoo ſottiſh, they ſhall fynde theyr iudgement amen- 
ded, theyr wittes ſharpened, theyr practiſe corrected, 
and theyr fingers directed, poynt by poynt, from the 
beginning of the cure, till the finiſhing thereof, 

Ihou ſhalt fynde alſo heereunto annexed (good Rea- 
der) a learned Worke for the cure of the french diſeaſe, 
written by a Spaniſh Phyſition. Alſo , certayne ſingular 
Aphoriſmes, collected out of moſt excellent Authors, 
a Worke worth tlie labour, and worth thanks to, for 
that a man may walke ſafely in this narrow compaſſe, 
who before might be indangered of loſing himſelfe or 
his ſenſe, in the wilde foreſt of Aphoriſmes. And furely, 
wc cannot it we did as we ſhould but greatly thanke 
God, for that as in moſt other, ſo in this arte, the neceſ- 
ſary knowledge, and ſufficient practiſe is brought of late 
into ſhorter volumes then euer it was, ſo that though we 
may ſay, o Blog Pec ve vita brenis, yet can we not ot late 
yeeres ſo rightly ſay à Texyi ucxuen ars lon ga, for now ha- 
uing the pat hes ſo wel trode by our owne countreymen, 
they better knowe our nature then Strangers did, we 
may walke ſafer with ſmall ſtudie, then they could with 
tedious trauaile in tyme paſt. Heeretofore men might 
well ſaye, x. oPYAte! experimentum periculoſum, be- 
cauſe peraduenture it coſt many a man a limme, and ma- 
ny men might be ſpoyled before experience were rati- 
fyed. Now that which befFre was incultum nemus, being 
made parua ſiluula, a man may take a ſure ſtafte to leane 
vnto, whereas before he might truſt to a rotten ſticke, 
and ſo be deceyued. Now becauſe this notable worke is 
wrought at home, vp ſtarteth Mſops mangy curre, and 
all» Acteous Dogs in a great cry, ready to pull downe the 
authors heereof,but their maiſter muſt be their maiſter, 
barke and brawle they neuer ſo lowde. Why they be ſo 


fell, I knowe not, vnlefle it be that the bleareeyed man 
| can 
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can not abyde the candle, nor he that hath been brought 
vp in adarkeden, abyde the lyght of the Sunne: but to 
ſay the truth, inc iis lachrimæ : ego e xcludor, ille recipitur. 
by this meanes they are knowne to be ignorant aſſes, 
and therefore by wiſe men worthely ſhut out of dores, 
which if eſps aſſe had been, he had not ſo dangerouſly 
taken acquayntance of his mayſter. Vet there is ano- 
ther flye bytes theyr galled backe, as bad as this, for 
that euery day more then other, the dawes ſtollen fea- 
thers are plucked from him, and he knowne to be but a 
dawe, what with the old, pulling the black haires from 
theyr crow ne, and the yong, pulling the gray from theyr 
forheads, they muſt needes appeare to be but bald buſ- 
ſards. and thys is the cauſe they crye out, fye vpon 
Bookes, for, Litera 1 manet, as they are knaues in 
gray ne, ſo they are fooles in Print: but to ſpeake much, 
were but a folly, for words with them are but wynde, it 
is Morbus inueterat us, an old vlcer of the ſtomacke, which 
if you touch, it fluxeth at the mouth, ſpewing out theyr 
poyſon agaynſt all learning and learned men, vho would 
cure them of theyr foule euill. I haue oftentimes mer- 
uayled how they that are artiſtes in deede, can ſuffer ſuch 
braſenfaced beaſtes to liue among them, who if they be 
long tollerated, will cauſe Surgery to be of that credit, 
that a man had rather fall into the chaps of a mad Dog, 
then into the hands of a Surgeon. for as their words tend 
to the defaming of the moſt skilfull, ſo their works to the 
diſgracing of the Arte. whereſocuer they goe, they leaue 
ſuch a ſtincke behynde them, that all men that hath had 
to deale with them, cry fye vpon them, To prooue this 
to be true without a fillogilme, looke vppon the af- 
tercures that are among you. It is ſome mens worke to 
rectiſie other mens errours. Heere I might ſpeake to the 
worſhipful company of Surgeons in London, amõg whom 
I know many haue good know lege, and alſo great reaſon 
ioyned alwayes with their practiſe, Cicero contra ¶ atali- 
nam ſpake to Senators, Hoc quis firre poſſit, inrrtes homines 
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will, and I would pray them all, that old Philadelphus

doctiſſimis virts inſidiari, ſtultiſſimos prudentiſſimis, ebrioſos ſo- 
brys, dormientes vigilantibus, and therefore if either arte or 
artiſtes be reſpected in this caſe, Von ef lenitati loc us: ſeue- 
ritatem res ipſa poſtulat, ſuch matters are not to be ieſted 
withall, the Stocks were a fit place for ſuch perſons to 
publiſh theyr skyll. Hos igitur 4 veſtris aris & aulis, a tectis 
vs bis, a mænibus, a vin fortwhſq, ciuium arcebitis, & tauquam 
host es patriæ, latrenes Augliæ, retta pergant in exilium. Who 
could tollerate eyther Molem inuidiæ, procacitatem lingue, 
or, Spelium pipuli, but cuery man hath ſpoken ſo much, 
and ſo lictle preuayled, that I am out of hart to ſpeake 
any more. But yet I mult needes teare off one ragge 
more from their torne coate, before we part. Iheſe cater- 
pillers, or peoplepollers, being thus paynted out in their 
ſeuerall colours , with theyr proper badge to knowe 
them by, well perceyuing, that among ſo many torches, 
theyr pictures mult needs be perceyued, ſeeke to couer 
themſelues vader other mens hoodes, get other to com- 
pole, and they to ſubſcribe, and then the worke is theirs, 
and ſo they become of blinde buſſards, that can ſcarce 
write and reade, great learned men. It T ally were aliue, 
he would crye out, O honorem contumelioſum, ſuch men 


in deed do rather aucupari gloriam, though ignominioſam, 


then publice vtilitati inſeruire. I vnderſtand that e£/ops 
Aſſe is alyue agayne, and would couer himſelfe with a 
Lyons skinne, hut if he do appeare, we ſhall perceyue his 
long eares well ynough, then were he beſt to keepe him 
ſelfe within his owne territory, leaſt he become by word 
much famous through greater folly. But ſuppoſe he can 
eſcape cleanly a while,yet will Academicus lye whiſpring 
hos ego, Cc, tulit alter honorem, I could ſaye ſomething 
which I leane, expecting alteration of diſpoſition, that 
would be like a water of great force, to trye whether 
there were any figges in theyr bellyes or no, but becauſe 
the one may be wiſer then the other, I keepe ſilence, ho- 
ping that Philoponos ſhall haue good words for his good 
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for his friendly dealing might be free from their furie, 
but no ſalue Ithinke can cure that ſore, for this will euer 
be true, Inuidia virtutis comes, Enuy followes vertue at 
the hard heeles, not to treade in her ſteps, but to trip vp 
her heeles if ſne could. But to conclude, Ithinke all haue 
ſome kynde of conſcience or other, and there is magna 
vis conſcientiæ, & magna, ſayth Tull, in vtramque partem, vt 
nihil timeant qui nihil commiſerint, & panam ſemper ante 
oculos verſari putent qui peccarint, A cleere conſcience will 

acquite continually where good meaning is, but a 

canckred hart will alwayes accuſe where froward 

dealing is, and ſo farewell good Reader, 
and iudge as thou ſeeſt cauſe, and apply 
that which is ſpoken in good 
will, to thine owne 
profite,

1577. two Gentlemen were dꝛying of Gunponder in a bzaſſe 
panne, who, as it did appeare, had no conſideration vnto the 
ouer heating of the panne, but without knowledge of the dan⸗ 
ger oꝛ care of themſelues, did continuallp ſtirre the pouder 
with their hands : vhhappelp it channced, the pouder vpon a 
ſudden became on fire, wherewith they were moſt greeuouſly 
burned, both hands and face, and alſo their bodies, and their 


clothes were ſet on fire, which caufed them to make a moſt la · 


mentable crying: which being heard of diners in the ſame 
houſe, and perceiuing their chamber to bee in a great ſmoake 
and ſmell of Gunpouder, pꝛeſently they entred in, and with al 
haſt chat poſſible might be, did carie them into another roume, 
and there they did cut, reut, and teare of all their clothes from 
their bodies: otherwiſe, without theſe helpes, there is no que⸗ 
ſtion but they had bene both buried to death, There dwelled 
neere vnto them a Gentlewoman, who did bzing them into 
great eaſe with a whay, the which ſhe made ok veriuce and 
milke. Neuertheleſle, ſhe being fearefull to meddle any far» 
ther, koꝛ that ſhe neuer had experience in ſuch great burnings 
with Gunpouder, and her ſtomacke could not away with 
the ſight noꝛ ſauour of them, and then pꝛeſently J was ſent 
fo2 : And after diligent view had, J div firſt anoynt the parts 
that were bliſtered, ſpecially on their handes and face, thee

of his ſuite, he did ſtand at a dooze where his lodging was, be⸗ 
holding a band of Dutch Souldiets, as they were marching 
to the walles: And as it is the maner ol Souldiers, in townes 
of warre, to diſcharge their peeces as they paſſe by: ſo one of 
thoſe Dutch Souldiers, that partly knew him, and the cauſe 
of his comming to the towne,as the Gentleman himſelf con- 
feſſed , This Souldier at that time had his peece-charged 


with a bullet, and ſo ſhot at him, he having both his hanves ; 


claſped together, and the bullet paſſed thꝛough the middle of- 


both his hands, and fractured the bones , and alſo wounded 
him thꝛough the vpper part of his left arme , and alſo bꝛake

hope of his recouerie. Then his friends being Gentlemen 
and Darchants of London, were by lim giuen to vnderſtand 
that he was ſtill from day ta day woꝛſe and woꝛſe. Then they 
ſent koꝛ him to London, and pꝛeſently vpon his arriual J was 
called vnto the cure: And after conference had with a Doctoꝛ 
of Phiſicke foꝛ his diet, purging and bleeding, 7 made readte 
foꝛthwith this Cataplaſma, which appeaſed the paynes, and 
ceaſſed the inflammation.

In ſteade of 
thankes J haue bene backbitten: and thus J reape fo2 mp la- 
bourbut chaffe foꝛ cone : ill will and pꝛiuat grudge, foz cour⸗ 
teſies and friendſhip offered. J doe not here compare any god 
man vnto am ſuch bad perſons , neither will J compare any 
ſuch bad perſons vnto any good man. But (now gentle and 


- courteous Reader) J doe craue pardon, fo2 that J doe here 


with the Macedonian call a ſpade a ſpade,a backbiter a backs 
biter, And ſo J ende, wiſhing all god Artiſtes to take heede 
and beware, vnto whom thep impart their ſecretes, leaſt thep 
alſo enter into the gappe of vngratefulneſſe , oz the vnſauerie 
dunghill of their deſpightfull tongues.

made with gunſhot, which may bee vſed with Flamula, 

if the bullet haue paſſed through, or els with tents 
according to the depth and greatneſſe of the wound, 


Chap.

This Digeſtiue being vſed with Oleum catulorum ok , note or ob- 
Maiſter Ambroſe Parries deſcription, hath a certaine league ſcruation. 
and ſotietie oz facultie to appeaſe paynes, and to alter and 
chaunge the contuſed ſubſtance of fleſh, made by the bullet, in 
= to perfect matter:but if the part affected be poſſeſſed with any 
b diſteraper. oꝛ inoꝛdinate accidents, which often followe ſuch 
wounds; ſometimes by reaſon the bodie is repleniſhed with 
”  thinneaud ſcirrous humours, called ot thelearned Cachochi- 
mia, and other diſtemperatures, ſpecially in ſuch bodies as a⸗ 
bound in choler, flegme, and melancholie, then it is conue⸗ 
nient to make euacuation by purging the humour moſt mole: 
”  Fftingandabounding, which is to bee done with great viſcre- 
tion. There are other noyſome cauſes which followe theſe 
wounds, and do, as it were, excruciat and toꝛment the patient 
with great inflammations, fluxes of blond, feuers and conuol⸗ 

tions, which ſodainly inuade the bodie: which if they bee not 
with ſpde cured, it waſteth the ſtrength, and the recouerie of 
the patient is to be lamented, and death ſpeedily enſueth. So 
theſe things being fozeknowne, diligently weigh and conſt: 
dered, may by Gods aſſiſtaunce, be pꝛ euented, where Reaſon 
and Experience are copartners and partakers together.

Some of late haue added vnto this Oyle the leaues of Ni-

Then J cauſed him to lye downe on a bedde vpon his backe, 
and after ſearch made, J found the guttes ſafe and not cou: 
ched of the weapon: then with a ſtrong doubled thꝛid J did tye 
faſt the Zirbus, as cloſe vnto the wound as poſſibly well J 
might, and then a finger bzeadth,o2 there abouts. J did cut off 
that part of the Zirb that hanged out ok the wound, and ſo J 
cauterized it with a hot yꝛon almoſt to the knot: All this being 
done, J put agapne into the bodie that part ofthe Zirb which 
J had faſt tyed, and J left the peece of the thid hanging out of 
the wound: which within foure oz fine d ter, nature caſt 
fozth . The thꝛid, as J ſay, being faſt tyed, then pꝛeſently Y 
did take a needle, with a double ſtrong ſilke thzid wel waxed.

Thus, with good bolſtring and roulling, he refted till the 


ſecond day. Ye ſhall vnderſtand, that immediatly after he did 


complapne of the grudging of an Agew, and being therewith 
ſomewhat diſtempered, pꝛeſently there was opened a vepne, 
and foꝛthwith a gentle mollifping Cliſter alſo: then ſhoꝛtly 
after his bleeding and purging he mended againe. and by this 
meanes his Feuer was pꝛeuented.

N i3ft of all (friendly Reader) J baue thought it good 
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foꝛ the better vnverſkanding of all young practizers of Chi. 
rurgerie, to ſignifie vnto them what Zirbus is, alfo whereof 
it is compoſed: In like maner what Mirach is, and alſo what 
Siphach is, tach part ſeuerally, and of their place 02 ſituation 
within the bodie of man: and by the knowledge hereok pe (hail 
eaſely foꝛetell the pollibilitie and ſucceſſe of the cute: but being 
ignoꝛant herein, we bewꝛay our ſelues to the woꝛld to be none 
of the ſonnes ok arte. Te! 

The Zirb is ſapd by Vigo, and other learned authoꝛs, to 
bee a Panicle,compound of two Tunicles, and ok diuers Ar: 
teries and Uepnes , hauing alſo in it a great quantitie ok fat, 
{a oꝛdeyned of nature to detende the in warde parts from out- 
warde colde, and alſo to comfozt them, and to keepe them 
warme, xc. 

ext vnto the parts outwardlp is Siphach, oꝛ Peritonea, 
and it isa ſinowie Panicle,verp ſtrong and tough: but with⸗ 
out bloud, and of complexion cold and dꝛie, and fo} theſe cau⸗ 
ſes it cannot receiue conſolidation: it is contepned within the 
bellie, and it doth circumuolue and keepe in the entrailes very 
well together, cc. 

Alſo Mirach is that part which is contepning on the out- 
warde part ol the bodie, and is compoſed of the outwarde 
ſkinne, called in Latin Cutis. Setondly, of Adipis, o the fat. 
Thirdly , of Carnious, oz fleſhic Panicles, And fourthlp, of 
Muſcles, 

Here haue J very bꝛiefly rehearſed the parts contepned 
and conteyning, from the Zirbus, which is next the inteſtines, 
unto the outward parts called Mirach and Siphach, the which 
J haue thus done fo? the better inſtruction of all young pꝛac⸗ 
tizers-of Chirurgerie , whom J wiſh voyde of ſelaunder and 
inkamie: And J k2ow ſuch cures do commoulp happen in the 
warres both by ſea and land: foꝛ 2ᷣ cauſe J haue here publiſhed 
this ſhoztnote 02 obſeruation fo the benefit alſo of the woun- 
ded Souldiers, who oftentimes doe periſh by meanes of the 
raſh careleſnes and blind pzagizes of many ignoꝛant Chirur⸗ 
gions, which will take vpon them, to the diſcredite of them:

with a handkull of Vinca. peruinca. in thꝛee quatts ot white

Well / ſayd he) 
pou ſpeake merily, I knowe that ſaping hath been vſed long, 
as an old ieſt, but J pzap pou al be contented and J will make 
him well againe vpon mp credite within twiſe foure & twen⸗ 
tie houres. To be ſhoꝛt, his woꝛds were but winde, fo2 within 
that time and ſpare he had moſt ol thoſe accidents which foꝛe⸗ 
tellech death, fo2 the wound did receiue oz entertaine many 
humozs , with extreame paine, inflammation, a Feauer ſhie 
uering, rauing, and oktentimes conuulſions , Then they 
counſelled together and determined to ſtap no longer vpon 
thts foliſh.tcothd}awer his vaine pꝛomiſes: foꝛ which cauſe 
they ſent foꝛ Maiſter Docto2 Symons,and after his comming 
it was ffraunge vnto him to ſee ſuch a ſodaine alteration, des 
maunded of them what thecauſe might be: Then bzicfy they 
deliuered vnto him all the euill that had happened, and the 
tcauſer thereof. In the meane time, J was alſo ſent fo2 $ but 
heere omitting other ſpeeches had, J requeſted of them, that 
without any detracting of time J might lee the hurt: ſo with» 
out tarping J did lay all naked and bare, where J found the 
patient to haue thoſe euill ſpmtomes befoze rehearſed, and na» 
ture alſo weakened.

I tell pou (ſapd he)they are no beg⸗ 
gerly medicines, but the beſt J could buy foꝛ my monie: The 
one is Gracia dei, and the other is an Indian Balme, which 
I know is good, fo2 well J wote it colt me two ſhillings and 
ſire pence the ounce at the firſt hand. Your remedies ( ſayd J) 
may be pꝛolitable as they are vſed.although not foꝛ ſuch pꝛicks 
of ſinewes. That is pour reaſon J p2ap pou(ſapd he) I ne⸗ 
uer heard any man ſay ſo but you. Marie (quoth J) becauſe at 
the beginning of all ſuch pꝛickes, you ought not to vſe neither 
conglutinatiues, noꝛ incarnatiues, vntill the wound be paſt all 
daunger, and then ſuch medicines which haue pꝛopertie to in · 
carne, and to couer the ſinewe with fleſh , may ſafely be bſed: 
neither are ſuch wounds reſtozed again by Balmes, accoꝛding 
to the firſt intention, but only in fleſhy parts. But this ſifting 
kellowe anſwered & ſaid: You make here a greater ſturre be⸗ 
foe the patient and his friends, then there is cauſe, And what 
though he bee a little faint, he ſhall bee well agayne by Gods 
grace, if he will bee ruled by me but a little while, and J will 
ſcand to it foꝛ all your talke, it is but a ſmall pꝛicke only in the 
ſkinne, But admit the ſinewe were cleane cut aſunder, which 
is, J ſuppoſe , a moꝛe wozſe and daungerous thing then the 
pꝛicke ofa ſinewe: and pet (ſaydhe ) without compariſon oꝛ 
pꝛaiſe to my ſelke J ſpeake it, and without all this buſines, J 
haue cured them when J haue had no ſuch ouerſeers 02 coun.

cure, the patient lping at a ſtraungers houſe in the 
Crouched Friers: pe ſhall vnderſtand he had a very 
{krong, fat, and cozpulent bodie, and ſo a very bigge thigh, he 
was a man about thirtie peeres of age: all which being conſt: 
dered, concerning the ſtate and ſtrength of his bodie, and the 
greatnes ofthe place wounded: then foz the cure thereof J did 
o2dapne a flamula made of fine Lawne, the which dipped in 
Oleo Hypericonis cum gummis, and with a needle made of 
CAbales bone, fit fo2 ſuch purpoſes, J did dzawe the ſayd fla: 
mula into the wound, and J did leaue both che ends thereof 
hanging f@2th at the Orifices of this wound, putting allo a 
ſmall tent in the dependant oz loweſt part ofthe wound, and 
the largeſt Orifce which was at the inſide ol his thigh, and 
there it did reſt foꝛ che ſpace of two daies, applying alſo there: 
to fo2 the (taping of the bloud Galen his pouder, aud aboue 
the wound J lapd a very good defenſiue : after I did bolſter 
and roule it vp accoꝛding as arte did leade me, The ſecond day 
at night he did require me to dꝛeſſe him againe,fo2 becauſe the 
night befoze he ſayd he was troubled with a feauer, as he ſup⸗

next with the flamula a very god digeſtiue, the which J dip:

And agapnſt my next com⸗ 
ming he cauſed the Phiſition tomeete with me: So after he 
had alſo ſeene and heard the whole matter, he likewiſe confire 
med my ſapings, that certainly it was the French diſeaſe, 
Clhp(ſapd the patient to the Docto2) doth our countrie peeld 
ſuch fruite,and J being no Frenchman: Me aunſwered, God 
plagueth moſt part of the woꝛld with that diſeaſe only foz our 
ſinnes and wickedneſſe. So oꝛder was taken by vs pꝛeſently: 
t we entered him in cure fo2 that ſickneſſe. But here it is to be 
noted, that in allthis time J did neuer alter oz chaunge mine 
intention of curing, neither did J leaue of the vſe ofthe flamu⸗ 


la, vntill the wound was perfectly digeſted, which we could by

rant ſuppꝛeſſed, and infoꝛced to line in honeſt conuerſation. 
And thus J leaue them here, vntill I come to the concluſion, 
fo: that J haue pꝛomiſed in mp pꝛeface, not to ſhunne any ſuch 
rotten rootes as they come, oꝛ chaunce to lye in my wap, And 
J wil now enter into the manner and oꝛder ofthis cure, which 
happened about that time when the Emperours daughter 
paſſed the narrowe Seas to marrie with Phillip King of 
Spayne: I ſeruing in one ofher Maieſties Shippes, it chaun⸗ 
ted then a great tempeſt and wind to ariſe, ſo that the waues 
oꝛ billowes ok the Sea went very loktie and high, wee riding 
then at an Anker neere the French coaſt, and the Marriners 
being greatly buſted about the winding vy 2f their cables and 
Ankers: but whether it were by ſome 6c:::r7-e, oꝛ by reaſon 
of the tozme and tempeſt, Jknow? is! but vpor a — 
the 
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the tapſten turned about with great fozce and vislence, and 
did bꝛuſe and hurt diuers, ſpeciallp one Ralte Cou dale che 
Botlwapnes ſeruant of the Ship, who had two of his ribbes 
fractured and bzoken by the foꝛce of the ſayd blowe or one of 
the capſten barres, he was therewith thꝛowne downe vppon 
the carriage ofa great peece of Oꝛdnance, which bzuſed him a⸗ 
gapne in other places of his bodie: ſo the patient did lye as a 
man koꝛdeav, voyd of ſence and vnderſtanding, and whether J 
dꝛeſt him oz not, he ſayd he did not knowe , But after he was 
agayne reuiued, there followed perillous accidents, as a pleu⸗ 
riſie, ſpitting of bloud, and great doloz and papnes, which (as 
Guido declareth) be very daungerous: and the rather fo2 that 
one of his ribbes was ſs kractured, and in ſuch ſoꝛt, that a little 
fragment oz ſmall peece of the ribbe did ſeperate it ſelfe, and 
being without all hold vnto any part of the ribbe, did conti⸗ 
nually without ceaſing till toꝛment and vere the patient with 
vehement pꝛicking vpon the panicle that couereth the ribbes: 
neither could I bꝛing him to any eaſe, vntill J did make inci⸗ 
ſion directly vppon the fracture, accoꝛding vntothe length of 
the ribbe, and ſo downe vnto the bone, and there J did take 
out that ſpell oꝛ fragment ofthe bone, which was in bignes, 
thicknes and length like vnto a Barley coꝛne, ſharpe at both 
endes like vnto the poynt ofanevdle, Then after J had made 
the inciſion, and taken out that ſmall peece of the ribbe, J put

The fiftcene day being expired, J opened the wound a. 
gayne, where J did linde that perfectly healed, and the frac⸗ 
ture alſo very apparant to haue receiued conſolidation: then J 
dꝛeſt him, as befo2e is declared. And with this manner ok me⸗ 
thod J cured him within the ſpace of ſixceenedayes, Now in 
the knitting vp of this note oꝛ obſeruation, bꝛiefly compact 
together, it is to be remembꝛed, that in the time of this cure J

— Speciall note oꝛ obſervation of a certaine daunge⸗ 
r rous and deſperate cure worthie of admiration, 
m which T cannot let paſſe, of a certaine traueiler in- 

| to the Eaſt and ZUeit Indies, he being a very 
ſtrong aud valiant man, who (as I {apd ) receiued a wound 
thꝛough his bodte, that entered in vnder Mucronato carti- 
lago, which, by the wonderkull wozke of God, the ſwoꝛd eſca⸗ 
ped the luer, ſtemacke, and the inteſtines oꝛ guts, neither any 
ent accidents happened vnto him all the time ok his cure, but 
only the grudging of a feaver , which was ſhoꝛtly pꝛeuented 
with bleeding and loſing of the bellie by ſoluble gliſters. Im⸗ 
mediatlp 
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mediatly after the hurt J was-bzought vnta this cure, and al⸗ 
ſo one Maiſter Doctoz Wotton: but after J did behold the 
manner of his hurt, and ſeeing the weapon fo embꝛued with 
bloud , I did in my minde greatly lament the miſerable eſtate 
be was in, and J told thoſe that were in pꝛeſence that J greats 
ly doubted there was no way of cure, but that death would

Then J called to my remembzance, that 
Celſus (a learuted man) counſelleth vs, that in no wiſe wee 
ſhould meddie with bun that cannot be pꝛeſerued, no2 to deale 
witch him that is flaine alreadie. Pet to counteruayle this, Y 
had read in diuers other good authoꝛs, that wee ought to at⸗ 
tempt all that map be done, either by arte oz reaſon: but firũ 
warely to foeteil what daunger the patient is in, befoꝛe pe 
Hall either make oꝛ meddle with him, that pe may defend your 
ſelues from ſlaunder ofeuill ſpeakers ; fo2 (ſay theſe excellent 
men) manp by a wonderfull and merueilous manner do ef: 
cape death and are cured, whereas if we ſhall leaue che woun⸗ 
ded man deſtitute of all apde and helpe, and then he dye, wee 
ſhall wozthelp bee eftcemed wicked, and without all charitie 
and humanitie, ec. But oftencimes it falleth out. that many 
good men are vnwilling co attempt ſuch cures, becauſe of the 
frumpes, quippes , and taunts of thoſe, who (as J haue be⸗ 
foe ſapd)ſpeake euill of good, and good of euill, Foz if at any 
time it ſhall ſo fall out that ſame one paltering cure chaunce to Noce. 
eſcape vncured , as J haue declared in other of my waitings, 
yea though the fault be in the difozder and ill diſpoſition of the 
patient. pet a man ſhall get moꝛe diſtredite and infamous 
repꝛoaches therebp, then he hath teaped credite by all the moſt 
famous cutes he hach dane all the dayes of his life. I anſwere 
agapne, I ſuppoſe no man that fearech God will willingly do 
that which tedoundeth vnto his patients hurt, and his owne 
diſcredite. But wee are initheſedapes ſo embaped with the 
P. iiiii. ſlaunders 
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ſlauwers of blind buzzards and vaunting varlets, who with 
the fragments oꝛ ſcrapings of their beggarlp practizes , do 
Qeale mote credite fo2 the curing of a Blapne, oꝛ aByle,a cut 
linger, 02 a kibed heele, then a right (kiifull and Honeſt artiſt 
tan, oꝛ ſhall do with all che beſt cures he hath done al the dates 
ol his life. But to returue, after much intreating, J p2eſenced 
my ſelfe vnto this cure, and then with two ſhoze tents artiſi⸗ 


tialſy made, the one befoze , and the other dehind his backe, 


which T applved into the wound, with Galen his powder, 
mixed with Hare haires and the whites of Egges, and with 
pleggets vpon the ſapd tents, aud defenſiues round about the 
wound, both behind and befoꝛe: and ſo with arttſtriall roulling 
and boiltering he reſted. Then kozthwich J was counſelled 
by the ſayd Ooctoꝛ and others, to give him (ome excellent 
wound dꝛinke, ſuch as by our owne pꝛactiſe we had app oued.

I placed mozeouer aboue the wound, a very god de⸗ 
fenſiue, to repeale and kepe backe euill accidents from the 
ſapd wound: then with god bolſtering and roulling, J ſafelp 
ended this firſt pꝛeſeruation. All which being thus finiſhed, it 
was then demaunded of me, about what time J would vnder« 
take tu cure him, foꝛ they ſayd he was a man of great trade, 
and did keepe many pee at woꝛke, could by no meanes long 
be abſent from his buſines. Moꝛeouer, they would further vn⸗ 
derſtaod of me, ik J would warrant to cure him, & that with- 
out a mapme oꝛ imperkection vnto his traueiling. To theſe 
their demaunds, J aunſwered, that J would make no war⸗ 
rants at all, neither could J let any certaine day oꝛ time when 
he (ould be whole: but J could him, J would do as much as 
arte did permit me, to the vttermoſt of my knowledge and 
ſkill; And as touching the wound it ſelle, J iudged it very 
daungercus , but not deſperat and deadly, no2 pet altoge⸗ 
ther without perrill, partly by reaſon the wound was aboue 
the knee, and there the muſcles being ſo ſtraungelp cut at the 
very heads of them, and therefoze in daunger to bee depziued, 
to loſe the action and vſe of that member, fo2 that the muſcles 
P. liiiii. were 
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were the inſtruments of voluntarie mouing , And mozeouer, 
the daunger was the greater , becauſe the liggaments which 
binde the topnts, were likewiſe ſeperated and cut, whereby en⸗ 
ſueth grieuous accidents, very hurtfull and dangerous: which 
euilles oftentimes kozeſhewe pꝛeſent death. All which to 
them was (mall pleaſure to heare, and therefoze ſapd vnto me, 
they would conſider of my ſapings: and ſo J departed, pet ex⸗ 
pecting iny comming agapne to the ſecond dꝛelling: but A 
was pꝛeuented, as hereafter pe ſhall heare: fo2 in the meane 
time thep had conference with many other Chirurgeons, and 
ſome were of mine opinion, and ſome were not. At the laſt, 
there was bzought vnto them a man, which by his owne res 
ponꝛt vnto them, was a great traueiler, and by his diligence in 
traueiling, he had attapned vnto great learning and ſkill in 
Phiſicke and Chirurgerie: yet (as hereafter it ſhall appeare) 
5 in all the whole time ok his traueiling, he neuer learned to 
ſpeake well. J truſt no good man will here take occaſion to 
Many good millike my ſapings, as ſome reaching wits haue moſt iniu- 
mien ate ſub. TIOuNy imagined:foꝛ God dotb know, J ſpeake not in all this 
icct to niu· Whole diſcourle agaynſt any good and honeſt Artiſt; whether 
nous reports, he be traueiler 02 not traueiler. And therefoze, if any carpe at 
the ſubule me as they haue done, ſecretiy and openly, know them by that 
Kees ol cauß. marke what he is. J ſpcake agapuſt none, but thoſe that as 
buſe all places where they come, and are alſo ſeducers ok o⸗ 
thers, bearing the names of karre traueiling Chirurgeons, 
and are nothing leſſe. J do greatly commend and do well al- 
lowe, and accept of all thoſe traueilers, which by their trauei⸗ 
ling do endeuour themlelues to do good in the countrie and 
Common wealth where they liue and do dwell, and are fa⸗ 
uourers of choſe good men, which ſeeke with all diligence to 
put to ſilence the ſlaunderous tongue and hidden hatred of 
ſhameles abuſers of the arte # good Artiſts: who although J- 
know they are ſuch as be dzowned in darknes, yet their pooze 
captious heads of late kcepe a wonderfull ſtirre, as though 
they had been able to haue builded Caſtles in the ayꝛe. And A 
thinke in deede there is no wap koz any man to eſcape the ve⸗ 
nimous 
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nimons tongues of ſuch malicious beaſtes. Now, as touch⸗ Commenda- 
ing honeſt traueilers , J reave that Hippocrates himlſelfe, ebe 
though he were a learned man, pet after be veparted from his no 
ſtudie, being firſt eighteene peares of age , and brought vp in their naueilirg 
the Scholes of Athens: at the laſt he gaue bimſelfe to trauet- ,, 
ling. chꝛough diuers countries and kingdomes, ſearching( as „ 
it is ſapd) what they did knowe of the nature and p2operties ,, 
ok herbes and plants, and what experience hee had ſeene of, 
them, that he did write downe and commit to memoꝛie. It is „ 
tepoꝛted, that twelue pearcs he did thus trauell: after which ,, 
time he returned, and did come vnto the Temple ol Diana in „ 
Epheſus, where he tranſlated all the tables of medicines that, 
were there befoze pꝛeſcribed many yeares, and put in god 0z- „ 
der that which was confuſed, and added many things which „ 
he had found out by experience , And he was the firſt that put „ 
this arte in god oꝛder, as in thoſe hiſfozies doth moge at large 
appeare, 
Now, after his god example and oder of traueiling, oz by 
anp other honeſt and lawfull meanes,that map redound tothe 
good of our countrie and Common wealth, as is befoze re- 
bearſed, J do not millike, but commend it greatly. Craving 
here pardon foꝛ my ſo manp digreſſions, J will now returne 
my ſpeeches agayne vnto the fozenamed magnificent Chi⸗ 
rurgeon, This fellowe, as J ſayd, being bꝛought vnto them, 
there they did ſignifie vuto him, who had pꝛeſerued and dꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed him, with the manner and oꝛder ok his dꝛeſſing, and al ſuch 
ſpeeches which J had deliuered vnto them, as concerning his 
wound, and the daungers that J ſayd might followe. Now, 
in the very fozefront of his talke, he ſapd: TWhatſoeuer I had 
ſayd he eſteemed it little, if the hurt were no wozſe then he Nuer duſt a 
could conceive and gather by their talke and infozmation, he warrcnter. 
would warrant to cure him, ſo that the marrowe of the bone Nora boſting 
were not touched with the weapon, Al theſe woꝛds were plea⸗ Dragger. 
ſant vnto them, and very thankfully received, But to come ne 
vnto the ſubſtaunce of this cure, (map it pleaſe the friendly ra lying 
Reader here to commit to thy memozie , that in my — quackſaluer. 
2 etoze 
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bekozt I did come vnto the ſecond dꝛeſling of this wounded 
man, as after it was repoꝛted vnto me, he did in pf mas 
ner take olf all my medicines from the wound, and likewiſe 
did moſt foliſhlp cut open all the ſtitches which J had made, 
ſaying vnto them all, J was in a wzong boxe, as concerning 
this ture: foꝛſoth colouring his opinion vpon Marianus his 
authoꝛ: fo2 the fellowe will be oftentimes bꝛeathles with al⸗ 
leadging ok authoꝛs, whẽ his mouth is full of lpes, who would 
haue all wounds lye open without ſtitching . Janſwere, that 
all good Authozs generally commaunde to ſtitch wounds of 
neceſũtie, otherwiſe it would cauſe a great defoꝛmitie. But 
if he had ment ſmal wounds in the face, ec. oꝛ bꝛuſed wounds, 
where þ ſtitches will rot out, oꝛ in venimous bitings, oꝛ where 
the wound that is ſtitched tendeth to impoſtumation, there ts 
cut open the ſtitches J holde it profitable. But to pꝛoceede, 
ſhoꝛtly after be rtpented when it was to late, and he was con: 
ſtrapned to confeſſe his fault, and ( as it is ſapd of a learned 
man / to excuſe himſelfe with noddies had J wiſt. 

So he pꝛoceeded about his buſines, and did powze into 
the wound his Ople oz Balme, and next applyed his plat- 
ſter, and then did bolſter and roule it vp after his owne faſhion 
and good liking: which being thus finiſhed, he gaue him in the 
moꝛning to dztnke a moſt rare Quintilence 2 the incredible 
vertues ok it, and the reſt of his onely remedies ſhoztly you 
{ball heare, After his dzeſſing was thus finiſhed, then J was 
ſentfo2 vnto the patient, and foꝛthwith without delap, they 
did ſigniſte vnto me what he had done, and that J ſhould 
not neede to pꝛepare any thing fo2 the patient, fo2 that was 
done alreadp by one that had warranted to cure him, and 
that without any mapme, and in a ſhoꝛt time: fox he was 
one that by his great learning and long traueile, had attay« 
ned to ſuch rare and ſingular remedies, as no other man in this 
part of the wozld had the like foz their wonderfull vertnes, 
And new(ſay thep)lith neither pou, noꝛ other moze could not 
warrant him, wee thanke you fo2 pour papnes, and that pou 
tould vs ſo, and cherefoze wer will trouble pou no further at 
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this time. TTlell (ſapd J) it that be the cauſe J care the leſſe: 

but he that is now pour Chirergeon, whatſoeuer he bee, that 
hath made pou all theſe great pꝛomiſcs, he might pet haue 
{taped till J had come vnto pau, foꝛ that pou were withoue 
payne, oz any other griefe , ſo chat I might haue taken off 
mine owne medictnes , and to haue ſcene in what ſtate and 
manner J had left it. Then riſeth out of his Chapꝛe, flering 
and gering this mpꝛaculous Surgeon, gloziouſiy glittering, 
like the man in the Moone, with his bꝛacelets about his 
armes, therein many p2ecious Jewels and ſtones of Saing 
Uincent his Rockes , his fingers full of rings, a ſiluer caſe 

with Inſtruments hanging at his girdle, and a gilt Spatula 
ſticking in his hat , with a Roſe and a Crowne fired on the 
ſame, ſtanding vpon his compariſons, and ſapd vnto me, that 
he would open the wound, and if it were befoze mp face: fo 
(ſayd he) my buſines lyeth not in London, but abꝛoade in the 
Countrie, and with ſuch perſons, that J cannot, noz will not 
tarrie foꝛ pon, noꝛ fo2 no other whatſoeuer. And now here he 
did begin to bꝛagge and boaſt, as though al the keyes ol knows 
ledge did hang at his girdle, Fo? he ſapd,he had attayned vn⸗ 
to the deepe knowledge of the making a certaine Quinti⸗ 
ſence, which he learned beyond che Seas of his Maiſter, one 
Bomelious, a great Magitian. 

This ſhameleſſe beaſt letted not to ſay , that if a man did 
d2inke ok his Quintiſence continually, every dap a tertayne 
quantitie, the vertues thereof was ſuch, that a man ſhould 
not dye befoꝛe the day of the great Judgement, and that it 
would pꝛeſerue a man in that ſtate he was in at thirtie yeeres 
of age, and in the ſame ſtrength and foꝛce of witt, although a 
man were a hundꝛed oꝛ ſire ſcoꝛe peeres of age. Moꝛeouer, 
bis plaiſter was aunſwerable vnto this, and fozſooth her 
called it the only plaiſter sf the wozld, and that he attayned 
vnto it by his great trauet!e, coſt and charge, and that it was 

firſt ſent from God by an Angell vnto a red hill in Almayne, 
wherewas in times paſta holie man which wꝛought great 
merueiles oulp with this plaiſter, and he neuer vſed any other 
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medicine but only this, His pꝛecious Balme oꝛ Ople he lapy 

no man had hut only he, and tic it was as rare a thing to bee 

bad oꝛ found, as ta ſee a blacke Swanne, oꝛ a winter Dwal- 

lowe. And he called it che ſecrete of the wozld, which is his 

common vaunting phꝛaze: but God knowes the medicines 

were no ſuch things, but only chadowed vnder the vizard of 

deceipt, and a bapte to ſteale fame and tredite, and to catch 02 

ſcrape vp monie, oꝛ ware: fo? all is fith that commeth into his 

Mu 40-4; net. Then this gawdie kellowe, with his peerles ſpeeches, 

miuſt ſtand as ſayd, that he had done moe good cures with his ſayd Quin: 

vage, tot his tiſente, his only platiter , and his pꝛecious Balme, then anp 

x ELLE. one Surgeon in England had done, oz could do, with all the 
d ckcatzs belt medicines and remedies they haue. And mozeouer, ſapd, 

| that he had ſpoken nothing but that which he would ſtand to, 

and pꝛoue it. And that he did knowe that it was not neceſſa⸗ 

rie fo2 vs that be common Surgeons (as it pleaſed the bꝛag⸗ 

ger to call vs) to vſe ſuch a number of medicines as we do; foꝛ 

the beſt manner of curing ( ſayd he) conſiſteth not in the num⸗ 

ber and multitude of medicines, xc. In deede ( ſaid J) J know 

| the beſt manner of curing conſiſteth not in the number and 

Caſtaway multitude of bꝛagging wozds : and therefoze J tould him, in 

_—_— his infected iudgement, be did followe Theſſalus, the ringlea⸗ 

ente vour der Of theſe rude and ruſticall reaſons: Fo? he ſapd in like ma⸗ 

plaiſter boxe: net, it all thoſe things which Galen had ſuperfluouſly witten 

and faluato- Were omitted, the arte might be learned in ſixe moneths. But 

est Ch:ur- ik that (laid J) were true 5; pou ſpeake, I ſuppole then the arte 

1-1... might be learned in ſixe dayes, if it did conſiſt but only of pour 

ent or thruſt dꝛinke, pour plaiſter and Balme. And therefoꝛe I tould him 

p in a bote he was Decetued in his ſuperexcellent ſ kill, and that he was 

o: bagge. Contrary vnto all the beſt learned Authozs both old and newe, 

who haue publiſhed many excellent and appꝛoued inuentions, 

accoꝛding vnto the cauſe and nature ofthe effects which daylie 

do afflict the bodie of man: foꝛ which cauſes they haue ſet fo2th 

great varietie of many ſingular and app2zooued medicines; 

Some of them haue pꝛopertie to repell , and ſome do atract: 

ſome will appeaſe papnes,and ſome da teſolue: ſome do _ 
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lite: ſome do ſuppurate, and ſome which da mundiſte: ſore in⸗ 
carnate , and ſame that doe cicatriſe and canglutmate. Tuſh 
(ſayd he) it is not pour manuiſts, noꝛ pour old baſillicou mens 
pꝛadiſe, that is as plapi as a packſtatte, can be auſwerable vn; 
to mine, x J will neuer vſe any other remedies, but as J haue 
befoze ſpoken of, Then J tolde him mozeouer, that Balillicon 
made atter ſome mens deſcription, is as good an Aaguent as 
could be vſed in the arte of Chirurgerie, fo2 ſone caules. And 
here further Jalked him what his meauing was by old baſil: 
licon men. Pe anſwered, it was a woꝛd which he hav learned a» 
mongſt ſome Chirurgeons about London, Then J told bim 
agayn, p there were in London many reuetent t ckilfull Chis 
rurgeons, although perhaps ſome of thẽ haue been greatly a: 
buſeb and dekaced with falſe accuſations, by certapne noy{ome 
Serpents, lewd Spcophants, aud alſo ſlaunderous libelling 
knaues, who haue been rubbed on the gall foꝛ their vild tungs 
and abuſes, Amongt which ſoꝛt of gald backt Jades, one rags 
ged colt of the ſame bꝛeede ( which neuer wiſe man thought to 
be woꝛth the dꝛawing out of the mp2e ) hauing as he openly 
ſhewed a guiltie conſcience, and would needes, fozſooth,thzuſt 
bimſelfe in to make one ok that number, and being ſomewhat 
pozeblind, played the part of Mill Sommer, taking Rows 
land foꝛ Oliuer, did ſtrike him that was next him. But of this 
motlicote and the reſt, who now like ſcrich Owles, hide them- 
ſelues in dennes and deſcrts fo} feare ofthe light, and ſo to bee 
knowne, And of ſuch wicked and vngodly falſe ſpeakerg and 
backbyters, wee ſhall ſap moze ok them at large hereafter, if 
time ſerueth. The which to do J would be loth if the perſons 
were modeſt: but here is no hope in them, becauſe they are im⸗ 
pudent: and pet God doth knowe, J had rather derogate from 
my owne labours, then J would deface others without iuſt 
cauſe:fo2 that charitie foʒbiddeth to publiſh any man in pꝛint, 
to the hurt ok his good name and credite. But as foꝛ thele fac⸗ 
tious fellowes, poſſeſſed with the curſed ſpirit of enuie, ſcoꝛne. 
fulnes and dildaine. Notwithſtanding their picked ſpeeches, 
as (moth as aSlickſtone, J think them, whativeuer they 5 
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[= vnlit members, to ſhzoude themſelues vnder the ronffc of am 
good 02 godly ſocietie:foʒ all ſach hatefuli perſons, with their {} 
deuouring congues , map bee compared vnto furious Dogs, 
which alwaies bite and barke at ſtones , But thele delpight- 
full and enuious perſons haue neuer ſpared any whatſoeuer: 
Foz J reade that Plato, though he were a great learned Jht: 
loſopher, doth conkeſſe, that he was neuer at any time in ſuch 
bazardand perrill of his like, being in armes at the beſceging 
of Corinth, amongſt his knowne enemies, as be was in 
Greece by Xenophon, and other his owne ſchollers bis ſup« 
poſed friends, And the only cauſe hereof, as it is ſapd, was haz 
fred and enuie:truely it had been good kaꝛ ſuch vntimelp fruite 
ik they had periſhed in the bloſſome. But all thoſe whole vn⸗ 
godly behauiour is ſo trecherous vnto their good friends, can 
by no meanes poſſible bee truſtie and faithfull vnto men, of 
whom they haue neuer been beholding vnto ko benefices res 
ceiued. This map ſceme ſtraunge, chieflp vnto thole godly 
perſons , which haue neuer been vered, troubled oꝛ moleſted, 
with the perilous ſfo2ines and tempeſtes of ſuch vnknowne 
pernicious libellours, which haue oppoſed themſelues, and 
haue pꝛiuilie ſpꝛed abzoad falſe libels, rumozs and llaunde⸗ 
tous repoztes, hoping. to iniop the fruites of their labours, 
Thep haue ventured to make ſhipwꝛacke of other mens good 

names and credite: ſo chat it is vnknowne vnto me, as pet, 
what thing a man can ſo well do, oz what life he ſbould leade, 
but that theſe beaſtlike men would take occaſion lp ſurmiſing 
of eui!!,taquarreil oꝛ cauell at it. And I ſuppoſe, ił time and 

o»poꝛtunttie did ſerue, their cunning conuetante is ſuch though 

Yewaroot now perhaps they will foz a time lurke and liere, like fraudu⸗ 

1 L lent Foxes, and diſemble with the craftee Crocodile: pet is 

heir naturall inclination at all tymes comparable in crueltie 
vnto the furious and mercileſſe Tiger, oz Tigers whelps: 
which euilles are infinite and hard to be auopded : as hiſtoztes 
witneſle ofthe one, ſo experience daplie manifeſteth the other, 

A matter of ſuch impoꝛtance, and in my iudgement, a thing 

not to bee permitted 02 ſuffered in any good gouernment oz 
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Chyiftian common wealth, But to leaue theſe peſtilent wirds 
and olſcommes of the earth, and to returne vnto mp fozmer 
matter, from the which J haue digreſſed. And here it is to ber 
noted, that I departed from the aloꝛeſapd bꝛagging counter⸗ 
fept, and fountapne of miſchiefe, and as J thinke, the only 
ſcoffer and ſcoʒner of the woꝛld, who defaced ſome good men 
that were abſent, and extolled ſuch as was like vnto himſelfe: 
but within ſeauen dapes after, where he pꝛomiſed a moun- 
tayne, it pꝛooued a molehill. And his pꝛecious medicines of 
ſuch great admiration that would do all things, did here re⸗ 
ceiue a merueilous diſgrace, Fo they could not wozke that 
effect he looked foz: and be that was afoze a ſecrete ſuppoꝛter 
of the Trumpets ot ſedition, a deceiuer of others, by pꝛocu⸗ 
ring of domeſtical{hatred,now he is, as it were, glad to creepe 
e craule away by ewle light, pꝛaping th? moſt humbip to hold 
bim excuſed, to ſpeake the beſt of him. And why? fozloth he 
was pꝛeſently to go into the countrie to attend vpon no (mall Note. 
perſonage, c there of foxce he muſt remapne during pleaſure, 
A tale blind ſhilt, hatthed vp in the dungeon of deceipt, as ea⸗ 
ſie to be eſpied, as the noſe on a mans face, Now agapne, he 
whole ignozance was ſhapowed with impudencie, and mali⸗ 
tiouſiy hidden vnder ſmoth and fapze pꝛomiſes, and gloꝛious 
boaſtings, and by that meanes , at his owne pleaſure, would 
lay heauie ſlaunderous burthens vpon other mens ſhoulders, 
is himſelfe found out, aud his owne doings hath bewzayed 
bimſelfe what he is. But it is a moſt true ſaying of a learned 
man: I our auncient fathers in times paſt ſhould have been 
abalhed at the ingratitude and ill diſpoſition of ſuch hatefull 
abuſers , wee ſhould at this day haue been in pꝛofound igno⸗ 
rance, and little difference betweene vs and bynte beaites, To e cs 
make here an end ol this couſoner, it was giuen me to vnder- cad not 
ſtand, that ſhoꝛtly after his departure out of London, he bad to be eſtee- 
intelligente by ſome ok his ftraglers, that the cure was com: meg. bur to be 
mitted agayne into my hands: and he alſo hearing by them, 3 lor 
that J had pꝛomiſed to note his abules, and did meane to dil. 1 0 ul. 
+ TY $6 V. ititili. play 
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play his doings vnto the wozld: Foz which cauſe he was mal- 
content, & conceiued a great diſpleaſure & indignation againſt 
me, te ſayd, J did but heape coales vpon myne owne head: and 
therefoe he, oꝛ ſome other of his bꝛesd, ſhould very ſhoꝛtly, ci: 
ther by boke, letter, oꝛ libell deale againſt me in diſbainful ma⸗ 
ner:as did heretofoꝛe ſome ſuch like craftie Crowders, voyd of 
humanitie, oꝛ the god graces of God, wherby they made them 
ſelues knowne of what ſec they were. Their meaning in ded 
was to pinch me pꝛiuilie, ſo that hereafter, they imagined, J 
ſhoutd be afraid to publiſh, oz to touch their kraudulẽt dealings 
openly, becauſe of their rapling q lping ſpeeches, wherewith 
they haue purſned me with all maltce, But be it knowne vn: 
to all ſuch bꝛaſen faced ral kals, whatſoeuer they bee, either of 
cowne 62 countrie, IJ little eſteeme of them, they do but lay &« 
bꝛoàd their owne nakednes vnto the world, and it is coꝛeſpon⸗ 
dent vnto the courſe ok their life , which in the end will pꝛooue 
vnto themſelues little pꝛaiſe, leſſe pꝛoſite oz benefite, - . 

And now finallp to returne and ende, and ſo to come vnto 
the cure, here you ſhall vnderſtand, the ſeanenth dap being ex⸗ 
pired, at ſire of the clocke at night J was ſent foz , and very 
earneſtly requeſted that J would take the paynes to come a- 
gayne and to ſpeake with the patient. And to ſay the trueth, 
he ſapd vnto me, with no ſinall grieke of minde: now J per: 
ceiue the bifference betweene ſuch Hatefull abuſers of your 
arte, and other good men: neuertheleſſe, J pꝛay vou to holde 
me excuſed, foꝛ that lewd fellowe that hath hid his head and 
gone his wap, and hath lekt me in this miſerable caſe, he was 
firſt commended vnto me by friends of myne, which did giue 
me ta vnderſtand, where he had done a great cure vpon a 
gentleman that lap about the Strand, which gentleman after 
he bzought vnto me, but his hurt was but a ſcratch in reſpect 
of my wound, But if it were true (quoth he) that he had euer 
done the like cure, pet J perceiue, koz all his vnſauerie elo- 
quence, one Swallowe makes no Summer: and vnto me 
(ſaych he) he hath ſhewed himſelt to bee one of the vileſt wꝛet⸗ 
ches that liueth. and the deepeſt dilembler: with other * 

| | ad 
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had accoꝛding to his life and liuing. And now to come as A 
ſayd) vnto the cure, the ſeauenth day being expired, at night it 
was ſtrange to ſee, that the wound, which at the firſt he found 
without payne, 02 any other euill accidents, ſhould in ſo ſhoꝛt 
a time be ſo oppꝛeſſed wich the aboundance ok euill humours, 
which did offend both in quantitie and qualitie: notwithſtan- 
ding his celeſtiall Quintiſence, his only plaiſter, and pꝛecious 
Balme, of ſuch great efficacie, whole vertues at the firſt, he 
did perſwade, could not be compꝛehended in kewe words. Al⸗ 
though he had a very apt and able wit, and thereby did open 
the gates into the wide fields of bis magnificent (kill, as J 
haue befoꝛe rehearſed, pet did he leaue his woꝛke Althie and 
vncleane, like vnto himſclie , But ſo ncere as J could, J 
did followe nature as our guide, and applped vnto the griefe 
ſuch milde and familiar remedies, as are here ſet downe , the

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JN N this my collection (gentle and vertu⸗ 
-S ous reader) J meane by Gods permiſſio, 
A and pour courteous patience, here truely 
and faithfully to delluer vnto thy viewe, 
the manifold and iniurious abuſes of a 
. c 4 diſoꝛdered number ok pꝛoulling women, 
: 5-47 daplie pꝛadiſing ]Ihiſicke and Chirurge⸗ 
rie within this Cutie of London, and the liberties of the ſame, 
whole knowledge and iudgements (J ſap) is kallible and vn- 
certaine, whereby they are the cauſes ok many hidden miſ- 
chiefes . Therckoze, without further pꝛoteſtation, J will as 
bꝛiefly as Jcan foꝛ examples ſake, as it were, poynt at a few, 
in reſpect of the reſt : which abuſers are bꝛed and crept in as 
mongſt vs though ſufferance, with whom, notwithſtanding 
J mult bee temperate and milde in this my waiting , and not 
to ſpeake all J knowe : fo2 their number is great, and they 
haue many friends that ſpꝛed their fame karre. There is (J 
ſap)knowne to be in London, which daylie do pꝛactiſe Chi⸗ 
turgerie, ok ſtraunge women boꝛne beyond the ſeas, called ol 
ſome, cunning 02 wile women, moze in number, then there 
are of Surgeons lawkullp allowed and admitted, accozding 
vnto the lawes and ſtatutes of this Nealme, being lit men to 
do her Maieſtie ſeruice in their Arte. There be alſo in like ma⸗ 
ner at this pꝛeſent to be found in London, beſides thoſe afoze⸗ 
ſayd,of our owne Countrie women, that hath neither wit, noz 
arte, which daplie pꝛactiſe Þhiſtcke and Chirurgerie, J will 
ſay little of their dealing in Jhiſtcke, becauſe it is allo openly 
knowne, farre moze in number then there is of the ſtraunge 
women. But all theſe abuſcrs pꝛactiſe Chirurgerie, without 
any penaltie and puniſhment , and the moſt part of thele have 
huſbands of diners honelk trades and occupations, and there⸗ 


by 
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by are very well able to line and maintaine themſelues, acco- 
ding to their calling, Yet all that will not ſerve the turne ; fox 
my good miſtris his wife, will needes become a Phiſition 
and a Surgeon: and (foꝛſoth) he mitt followe her pꝛeſump⸗ 
tious minde to paynt her out in likes x velucts in the higheſt a 
degree: foz that carrieth crediteto her cunning, and bzings in nor be 
monte plentikully. A thing greatly to be lamented, oz rather nough poke; 
pitied, that theſe blind and ignoꝛant women ſhould be thus ko⸗ ot. 
ſtered and (uffercd: foꝛ they are and will be the cauſcrs of ma⸗ 

ny euils, whereby her Maieſtie ſhall haue great want ok ſuk⸗ 
ficient and ſkilfull Chirurgeons to be found in England able 

to do ſeruice in the time of warres. And vnleſſe God of his 
mercifuti goodnes do moue the hearts of godly Magiſtrates 
foꝛ ſpecoꝛe tedꝛeſſe, they will bee the only ouerthꝛowe of Chi⸗ 
W gerſe in this land. Foz it is come to paſſe at this dap, 
bn ver eve men being of any crevite oz account, that hath 
bought vp his lone learning, the which is greatly to be res 
quired in a good Chirurgeon, but he cefuſcth to put him to 

be an appꝛentiſe vnto the Arte of Surgerie. And why% Be: 
cauſe there are in theſe dapes, in towne and countrie, ſuch a 
number of abuſers that pꝛactiſe Chirurgerie, which are the 
onelp doers and cauſe of all theſe euills. Jt may ſeeme vncre⸗ 
dible , that there is not at this pꝛeſent time of ſufficient and 
able Chirurgeons to bee found in London, ſcarſe halfe the 
number which were lately employed, in her Maieſties ſeruice, 
with Generall Norice t Sir Fraunces Drake: And pet the 
greater ſoꝛt ofthoſe p are gone, are very poꝛe men, and ſo poꝛe 

in deede, that ſome of them went out very ſlenderly furniſhed: 
ſome with a little Chirurgerie ſtuffe in a ſchollers ſatchell: o⸗ 
ther ſome in budgets, # bagges, being very vufic furniture to 
ſerue in her Mateſties ſeruice. Unkoztunate and vnhappic 
ſhall that Souldier be, that taſteth of theſe Surgeons wants. 
And the chieke cauſers of theſe euills, are thoſe abuſers afoze« 
ſayd. Moꝛeouer, what a pitifull thing is it to heare, that at 
their departure from their pooze wines and childzen, leauing 
them in ſuch extreme neceſſitic,thar 4; cucrthey arriued at the 


firſt Post, their wiues and chudzen complapned, and craned 
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to haue ſome ſuccour & releefe. But who hath ſuccoured oz re: 
lieued them, that is beſt knowne to themſelues . And ik their 
neteſſitie be ſuch at their going out, what will be their ſkate in 
time: Oꝛ ets, if by koꝛtune of warres ſome of them be cut off, 
then thele pooꝛe women and childꝛen map liue in great mile- 
rie. And the cauſers of theſe euilis bee theſe abuſers, afoꝛeſaid. 
Diſordred Alſo J cannot in this place paſſe auer in ſilence, ſith it ts come 
ſhitrersand vnto my memoꝛie, a newe litter of abuſers ok Surgerie, and 
11 the pꝛofeſſoꝛs thereof, and they are ſtart out of their kenell of 
FA. late, deuiſing amongſt themſelues a trade neuer ſcene , noz 
heard on befoze ; and theſe do hunt after hurt and wounded 

met, and al other perſons whatſoeuer,be it maifter oz miſt cis, 

mauſeruant oz mapd, cc. if they bee affected with auy kinde of 

griefe belonging to Surgerie , Tith all ſuch perſons they 

will take acquaintance , although (peraduenture) they neuer 

ſawe ſome of them afoze;and then like pettie foggers,02 coun⸗ 


terfept bzokers , craftely will inquire what Surgeon looketh 


on them: and if they ſap they are vnpꝛouided, then they will 
caſt a figure, & offer them their ſeruice pꝛeſently to fetch the 
only man in the towne , This pꝛoffered ſeruice many takes 
very kindly, and pꝛomiling to acquite his courteſie if he will 
perko2me his ſapings. Then without further ado, packs awap 
this pettie kogger, deuiſing where he map make his beſt mar: 
ket , And in the ende, finding a fit man fo2 his purpoſe, he be⸗ 
ging to babble foꝛ his bꝛokerige after this manner, There is 
a friend of mine ( ſapth he) and one of my old acquaintance is 
wounded and hurt, #c, and fo2 very good will J am come to 
pou befoze another, becauſe I knowe pou are a ſkilfull man, 
Neuertheleſſe, J am a good fellowe,as pou knowe, and ther⸗ 
foze J will looke to haue a ſhare foꝛ my papnes, becauſe J 
bzing the cure vnto pou. What is pour meaning? (ſayth he) 
It is thus, if you do make thꝛee pounds ofthe cure, J will 
then haue of it twentie ſhillings, and pou ſhall haue twentie 
ſhillings towards pour medicines, and twentie ſhillings moze 
foꝛ pour papnes:and pet you may ſap J do befriend pou:foꝛ J 
haue had diuers times the one halfe of others, An old ſaping, 
need makes the old wife trot ; The good man had rather giue 


part 
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part of the fruites ot his labour vnto this pꝛoulling fellowe, 
wherein he hath no right, then he would ſic ſtill, and want to 
ſuſtapne himſelke and his familie. Theſe iniuries are moſt 
grieuous that bꝛing thus with them innumerable of inconue⸗ 
niences. And remedie there is none to bꝛidle ſuch pillers and 
poullers. O Loꝛd, what a ſozt of theſe euils follow immediatly 
one after another! Conſider, I beſeech pou, how Chirurgerie 
in theſe daies is pꝛomoted & aduaunced, when ſuch men, which 
haue a long time pꝛactiſed this pzofeſſion with credite and 
cod liking,are conftrapned, fox want of maintenance, to giue 
ouerthe Arte cleane, and now fozced to liue by other kind of 
trades, And the cauſers of all theſe abuſes, are the abuſers in 
this boke publiſhed, 


Thus conrteous and louing Reader, J haue waded into 
the very bottome of mine abilitie, but pet J confeſſe J ſtill find 
nothing anſwerable vnto my well meaning: pet alwaies 
TJ reſt in this hope, that that which J haue here in all mp diſ⸗ 
courſe ſpoken without offence vnto any good man, may the 
eaſlier be paſt over without any griefe to me at all: but if any 
do hereat picke quarels , oz maligne mp doings, marke them 
well(as J haue befo2e ſapd)and pou ſhall perceiue them to bee 
_— thoſe galdbacke Jades which J haue touched to the 

uicke. 
Now laſt of all, only it reſteth, that if it ſhall pleaſe God 
that theſe my labours bee ſo happie, as to content my louing

Chap. t. 
Of the beginning and definition of this diſeaſe, 


T tis concluded by tertaine wife men, 
that this diſeaſe which amongſt the I- 
talians is called Gallicus, that is to 
ſap, the French diſeaſe, ſhould now ber 
A named Paturſa, which is by interpꝛeta⸗ 
tion, a diſeaſe filthie and Saturnall. 
IJę̃tis a filthie diſeaſe, becauſe it ma⸗ 


keth women to bee eſteemed vnchaſk, 
and irreligious . It is Særurnall, becauſe it tooke the begin- 


ning from Saturne when he entred into Aries, hauing the reſt 
of the heauenly aſpects helping thereunto. And albeit that ins 
fluence haue ceaſſed, it is not neceſſarie that the diſeaſe ſhould 
teaſſe, becauſe many intected bodies remayned, whereby o⸗ 
thers haue bene intected:Hereof it may be concluded, that this 
diſeaſe ſhall continue many peeres, and thertfoꝛe let men take 
heede that by other mens example it may bee ſayd ok them: 
Happie is he whom others daunger make warie. The diſpo⸗ 
ſition which pꝛoceeded of the celefttall influence making im⸗ 
pꝛeſſion into the bodies, did burne the humours in reſpec of 
Aries, which ligne is hot and dꝛie, and after this burning cold 
and dꝛie humours were engendꝛed on Saturnes part, which 
ſigne is by nature calde and dzie, Theſe colde and dꝛie 02 me: 


Q lancholike 
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lancholcke humours caried to diuers places bzing diuers 
paines, and in the ſkinne bzing foꝛth diuers kinds of puſtles 
02 wheales, It may be thus defined, The French Pockes or 
Paturſa is an vniuerſall or popular ill diſpoſition in the 
parts of the bodie, conſiſting principally in the liver and 
veynes,and their humors, whereof enſue theſe accidents, 
to wit,paynes and wheales in all the bodie. The efficient 
cauſe is touched, when it is called vniuerſall oz popular, that 
is, pꝛoceeding from the influence of the heauens: the fozmall, 


when it is called an euill diſpoſition: the materiall, when it is 


ſayd to be in the parts: Alſo the difference is touched, when it 
is ſayd that papnes doe enſue it, cc. Concerning the ende, the 
bodily Phtſition intermedlech not: but the ſpirituall Phiſt- 
tions affirme them to bee ſent koꝛ the puniſhment ok ſinne. 
Wherefore thev which would bee deliuercd, and eſcape this, 
let them take heede of ſinne, aud applye their mindes to God: 
foꝛ only God cureth infirmities, as Meſues ſayth in his trea⸗ 
tiſe de Appropriatis. Ok this definition doe followe many 


and pꝛolitahle conſequences , Firſt, that this diſcaſe is one, 


and uot many, as ſome haue inſufficiently affirmed , becauſe 
there could not be given one definition of it, neither had it al⸗ 
wales one only efficient cauſe, neither would one kinde of cure 
agree, neither had it one name: which is abſurd, as partly hath 
appcared alreadie, and ſhall moꝛe plainly be ſhewed hereafter, 
The ſecond conſequence is, that they are decciued , which 
thinke they haue found the head oz fountaines of this diſeaſe, 
to bee the paine in the ioynts and puſtles in the face , becauſe 
the.fozmer definttion agreeth not vnto them. Moꝛeouer, all 
the papnes are not inthe toputs, neither are all the wheales 
like red puſtles in the face, Therekoꝛe neither this diſcale no} 
the cute ot it can be relerred unto them, as it ſhall be hereafter 
ſhe bed. The third conſeguence, that they which cure onely 
wheates, oz onelp looke to the papncs, doe cure imperkectly. 
Foz who can cure perfectly the headatch, oꝛ the dꝛineſſe of the 
tongue, o hug, which come from a Feauer, vnleſſe he firſt 
ULC the Fgaer. For the accident kolloweth the diſcaſe, as the 

ſhadow 
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ſhadow doth the bodie, Gal. lib. 3. de accident. And therefoꝛe 
che papnes cannot bee: cured as the puſtles , extept the diſeaſc 
he firſt cured, betauſe theſe are either accidents, oꝛ conioyned 
lickneſſes, which follow the pꝛincipall, and doe pzeſuppoſe, it 
muſt be firſt cured, as Auicen teſtifieth tract. t.ſen.;. and in 
many plates. The fourth conſequent, if any doe ioyne the 
cure of the Empiricks with thoſe which thinke they cure oꝛ⸗ 
derly, as the annoynting of the Empiricks, and the purging 
ofthe Philitions, yet the care is inſufficient, becauſe by thoſe 
medicines the ilcomplexton which ts fired in the parts cannot 
be remoued. And this was the caufe,that many haue thought 
chemſelues cured, when they were not. And if any haue bene 
cared, it was, by reaſon that the humoꝛs were thꝛoughly pur: 
ged by ſolatine medicines and vnctions: which auoyded, na⸗ 
ture was ſtronger aud ſ\tzperiour to the diſeaſe and that euill 
complexion, and erpelled it. This had not ſo fallen out, except 
the nature had bin ſtrong, and the impꝛeſſion little: but where 
the ſtrength was weake', and the impꝛeſſion ſtrong, this diſ⸗ 
eaſe could nat be expelled. This difference in the ſtrength ol 
nature, and the impꝛeſſion hath bene the cauſe, that ſome haue 
bene tured without medicines, ſome with medicines, others 
could not by any meanes be cured, Now wee will ſhewe that 
wap which both reaſon and experience hath taught co heale 
all, not onely by remouing with medicines the humoz which 
pꝛucureth actual payne and puſtles, and hath abilitie pꝛepa⸗ 
redto the ſame, but alla that euill complexion which inkecteth 
the humoꝛs (they being firſt purged) as oꝛder requireth, wher⸗ 
in che treaſure of this cure conſiſteth. I could inferre many o⸗ 
ther conſequences , but becauſe it is tedious to vſe many 
woꝛds iu things not auaileable to the cure (as Galen ſayth) 
1. de regim. acut. This ſhalbe ſufficient. It remayneth to 
determine of the cauſes; 
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Of the cauſes of the french Pockes.

Here is a twofold kinde of cauſes, becauſe ſome are 
firſt, ſome coꝛpoꝛall: and thoſe. of two ſ\ozts, partly 
antecevent, partly cantopned. That which is firſt, oz 


dꝛiginall in this diſeaſe, is twofold, whereok the firſt is the 


onely influence oꝛ coꝛruption ok theatre, from whence we 
muſt charitably thinke, that it infected thoſe which were reli⸗ 
gious. The ſecond is connerſation, as by kiſſing, and ſuc⸗ 


king, as appeareth in childꝛen, oꝛ by carnall copulation, as it 


hath happened to ntany, # very often, but by other meanes, 
and chiefly by the influence oꝛ coꝛruption ofthe atre, very ſel: 
dome. It map be allo cauſed by other meanes of conuerſatiõ, 


which J leaue to thy canſideration. It is ſufficient to knowe 


by experience, that this diſeaſe is contagious, and by pꝛoba⸗ 
vilitie of reaſon wherin it is like to other contagious diſeaſes, 


it may be ſo atcõpted. Hereupon Auicen ſaith in d 2. of his 1. 


concluding his treatiſe of the diſpoſitions of ſickneſles. Some 


there are which paſſe from one to another, as the Lepro- 


ſye, Scabs, Pocks, peſtilent Feuers, rotten apoſtemes. 


Now of the antecedent cauſes, there are foure kindes, as 


there are foure h:nn22s, which may be the matter ofthis diſ⸗ 


eaſe thꝛouaj their ill diſpoſition, whereby they are apt to re⸗ 


ceiut the imyꝛe ion heereok:to wit, blood, choler, fleame, me⸗ 
lancholyv, The coniopned cauſe is double, one is the cauſe of 
the diſeaſe, and it is the humoꝛ which being firſt infected oz al: 
tered by the oꝛiginall cauſes, infecteth the partes and other 
humoꝛs, and therefore it is ſapd, the firſt oziginail cauſes - 
moue che anteredtt. But the contopned cauſe of the accidents 
is that hum which ümemediatelp pꝛocureth papnes and 
wheales. But heere it may be demaunded, whether the eutll 
qnalitie in the humor, which is the antecedent caule, may be 
a diſe ne. It ſeemech it cannot, fith a dileaſe afrecteth a li⸗ 
zung thing, but the humoz livefh not. Whercto it may be 

| anſwe⸗ 
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anſwered, that the humoꝛ which is in the lyuer and vepnes. 
infected with this euill quality, may be the ſubiect of a diſeaſe, 
ſo it be graunted that that ill qualitie haue not attaynted the 
part, becauſe it map binder digeſtion in the liuer and veines, 
and ingender coꝛrupt humozs: therefoze by the definition of 
a diſeaſe, it appeareth to be a diſeaſe. Naw to the argument, 
it is anſwered, that it is ſuffictent that a living thing be the 
ſubiect ot denomination, oꝛ be that which is named diſeaſed, 
it muſt not be that wherein the diſeaſe is ſettled, yea that is 
moſt ſable, that the humoꝛ is the ſubiect wherein the diſeaſe 
is ſettled, And if it be ſayd, how can the humoꝛ be an antece: 
dent cauſe, and pet a diſeaſe be in it as in a ſubiect.J anſwere, 
it is an antecedent cauſe in reſpect of the papnes and puſtles, 
becauſe it is apt to flowe to the places ofpaine and puſtles: 
it is a conioyned cauſe, in as much as it cauſeth an ill com- 
plerion in the member: it is the ſubiect of a diſeaſe, in reſpect 
it hath a diſpoſition, wherebp the action of the member is 
hurt, wherevpon it is called diſeaſed, Ik you conſider theſe 
things well, pou ſhall campꝛehend all the difficulties which 
wap be incident to the deftnition,

T He ſignes are, hurt in the pard, eſyectally coꝛroding, 
haeauineſſe of the head, and payne in the necke, which 
by little aud little are ſpꝛead towards the ſhoulders 
and ſpade bones ta che iopnts, firſt in the armes, then in the 
legges, and ſometime in the muſcles and ſinewes which are. 
in thoſe parts, the papne increaſeth in the night, and decrea⸗ 
ſeth in the day. The caule is, that nature is then retyꝛed 
home, and ſtronger, as alſo in regard of the moiſtneſſe and 
coldneſſe of the night, the matter is increaſed. In the day, 
nature is d;awne from the ſeuſe heereok, and dath not {a * 
much moue the humozs, partly being weake, partly gecu⸗ 
yied in other actions. J will ſhew the ſignes of the cauſes 
23 relpecting 
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relpecting the payne and ptillles, as others alſo in the tree of 
ſignes heereafter ſer downe. Ik the payne be ſharpe, and 
quickly ariſing, and the puſtles little, of a citron colour, vlce- 
rated, aud the ſkinne rough, they come of choller. Ik the 
paine do ſlowly come foꝛth, the puſtles bꝛoade # whitiſh, they 

are of fleame. Ik they haue great itching, and ſome heate, 
they p2occed of ſalt flegme. Ik they be black and ſinall, not 
very paynckull, thep are of melancholy, Ik they be red, and 
not paynefull, they are of blod. You ſhall find theſe ſignes 
intermedled if pou view others: fo2 as coꝛruption ſeldome 
bappenech in one onely humour ( ſapyth Galen. 1, regim. 
acut.) euen ſo you ſhall ſeldome finde the ſignes foꝛetelling 
one onely humoꝛ. Therefoze you muſt gather all the ſignes 
in your minde, and comparing them together, attayne to that 
which is pꝛincipall, and accoꝛding to that humoꝛ diſpoſe your 
cure, 

T The Prognoſtications, nes of 
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M Elancholick perſons are moſt fit fo2 this diſeaſe in re- 

card of their likeneſſe, accoꝛding to Ariſtotle, 2, de ge- 

nerat, Things which haue affinitie, do eaſily change, A- 
uicenna ſapth, 21. There is an eaſter conuerſion into 
proportionable things, then into contraries, They eſpe: 
cially are apter which are melancholick by burnt choler, then 
cholerick : thirdly, ſanguine perſons through the abundance 

of their humo2zs : Phlegmatick perſons are leaft ſubiect. 

— Among theſe, they which haue thinne bodies are apt, but 
eſpectally ſuch as are full ot ill humoꝛs, and vſe melancholick 
meates, as pulſe, olde fleſh, and ſuch like. Then this diſ⸗ 

eaſe is new, it is curable, but when it is old, it is hardly cu⸗ 

— red, andthe older the wozſe, becauſe that ill diſpoſition ta⸗ 
kcth deeper rote. Therefoze they which haue this diſeaſe, 

let thẽ ſeeke pꝛeſent remedie. They which haue many puſtles 

and little paynes, are moe eaſily cured then they which haue 

the contrarie. They which haue nodes oꝛ knots, are moꝛe 
gardly healed. Nong perſons (ik other things concurre) are 
moꝛe 
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moe eaſily cured then others: wherevpon Galen ſapth, 
It is not poſsible that the aged ſhould be healed rather 
then youth. 2, prognoſt. It remapneth to ſpeake of the

W 7. things. Firſt, in ſolubleneſſe: ſecond, by dimi⸗ 
nutiue purging : thirdly, digeſtion of the matter: 
fourchly, perfect purging: fiftly, alteration ofthe parts: ſixt⸗ 
ly, comfoꝛting of them: ſeauenthly, coꝛrecting the accidents, 
But becauſe an erroꝛ committed in the ſixe things not natural 
doth mote hurt, accoꝛding to Serapion 5, practicæ 2. Cap. 
And Auicen ſayth, that euerp ill tomplerion is not cured bp 
the contrarie, but good dyet many times ſufficeth: therekoꝛe 
firſt wee muſt ſet downe the oꝛder in the Fe things not natu⸗ 
rall. Tlherevyon, albeit they which are ſound, keepe ozder, 
yet that is called conſeruatine, and this curatiue. Sithens 
therekoze all cure is by contraries accozding to Galen 3. Ar- 
tis. and Auicen 4. I. and this diſeaſe is very dꝛie, the oꝛder of 
diet muſt be inclyning to moyſtneſſe. 4nd becauſe in regarde 
of the eſſence it is hot, comming of aduſtion, and in reſpect of 
the humoꝛs colde, becauſe the humoꝛs are colde and dꝛie: the 
oꝛder in things actiue muſt be temperate, and in paſſiue mult 
incline to moyſture. And although in ronſideration of ope- 
ning, digeſting, and attenuatiug the humoꝛs, it is requiſite to 
appoynt hot things, neuertheleſſe there muſt be mingled with 
them colde, and comaꝛtable to the liuer and veynes.

all diſeaſes ſhould haut the beginning in that place, There- 
foze it muſt be faps, rat betwerne thoſe parts, and the qua- 
litie of this diſeaſe, there is ſuch confoꝛmitie, and this came 
by meanes of that aiflueuce.: fo2 euery thing wozketh not 
vpd euerp thing, but a certaine vpon a certaine. Ariſt. . phyſ.

the influence at that time was an enemp to the head and 
pard, And if it be demaunded why it hath the termination by 
the mouth? it may be auuſwered, that this pꝛoccedeth ol the 
pꝛopertie of Quickſiluer, which doth dꝛawe humozs to thoſe 
parts: oz better thus, that Quickſiluer by his heate doth

That ſickneſſe which 
is prolonged, is wholy cold: and it is confirmed, becauſe 
we ſee this matter to putrifte ſeldome, oꝛ to cauſe a Feuer: 
heereupon, ſapth Galen: Nothing doth properly corrupt 
of cold or drye, 2. Booke of Complexions. Therefoꝛe 
this muſt be ſayd ſo to be, becauſe the diſeaſe is cold and dꝛy. 
Ik it be demaunded, why ſome medicines ſeeme to helpe in 
the beginning, but when they are continued, they ceaſle to 
helpeꝛit is ſaid, that this commeth of a double cauſe, whereof 
the one is in nature, the other inthe diſeaſe, in regard ofna: 
ture which by continuance doth loath, and reiopte in nouel⸗ 
ties: in regard of the diſeaſe, becauſe albeit in the beginning 
the medicine is contrarie to the diſeaſe, yet in pꝛoceſſe, the 
contrarietie ceaſſeth thzough cuſtome : therefoze, ſapth Aui- 
cen, There is no paſsion from a thing accuſtomably v- 
ſed.

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thereof with the blod: wherefoze cuppiag is lefſe diſliked, 

but with this cautton,that the cold humoꝛs be not made mo2e 

crude,no2 the hoatemoze inflamed, accoꝛding to Auicen 4. 1. 

Beware thou bing not thy patient to one of theſe two 

things, either to the bopling of cholerick humozs, oꝛ cruditie 

of colde humoꝛs. In this caſe cruditie is moꝛe feared, then 

boiling, and therekoꝛe it is ſeldome conuenient, and by expe⸗ 

rifce it hath hurt moꝛe, then it hath helped. Ik it be demaun⸗ t 

dev how theſe papnes in this diſeaſe are to be called: J 

aunſwere, they are extenſive o2 ſtretched, whereupon, ſayth 

Auicen, The cauſe of extended payne, is either windy- 

neſſe, or an humor that ſtretcheth the nerue or muſcle, 

as if it drew it to the extremities. Meither is it true which

like, Sith therefoze this paine is not inthoſeplaces,it ought vor dne 
not to be ſo called, If it be demaunded, to what puſtles the ment fayled 5 
puſtles in this diſeaſe are like : Jaunſwere, to thoſe which him as in Whey 
are called of Auicen, puſtles in the face, who ſayth, that ſome things 4 1.3 
Aſafati is a high banke of vicerous puſtles.

To this it ts anſwered, that this might. ber 
true, ik ok it ſelfe it pꝛotured theſe diſeaſes, but it cauſeth them 
accidentally, to wit, by weakning, ſith it is contrary in nature 
to the ſinewes and bꝛayne, becauſe it is hote aud moyſt: and 
the naturall complexion is helped of the like , and is hurt by 
thecontrarie, as it is 3. Art. Galeni: The moze hote partes 
haue neede of moꝛe hote medicines.Therefoze the bꝛaine and 
ſinewes, thzongh their weakeneſſe , engendercoldehumozs;

From the ac⸗ 
tion hurt thꝛee waies, whether it bee the animall, vicall,oz na- 
turall. The animall is double, ſenſitiue, and motiue. The ſen⸗ 
ſitiue is double, inward and outward. An example from the 
motiue faculties thus, whether and how the whole bodies oz 
the parts can be moued? Examples from the outward ſenſi⸗ 
tive facultie, how he heareth, ſeeth, ſmelleth, taſteth, as, what 
payne he feeleth, what he taſteth in his mouth.
